Market Receipts 
Show Big Jump 


Gross receipts at the Monday 
Glades Livestock Market were 
$100,602.20 for 910 cattle, ac- 
cording to the weekly market 
bulletin. It was the 11th largest 
sale of the year and the llth 
time receipts have exceeded 
$100,000.

Water Damage 
Engineers Say 


Army ‘Engineers evaluating 
results of the heavy rainfalls 
of June 16-21 over south Flor- 
ida have found that about $11, 
500,000 in damages were pre- 
vented by works of the Central 
and Southern Florida Flood 
Cgatrol Project. In other areas 
where project works have not 
yet been provided, some $400, 
060 in damages were reported 
by Colonel Paul D. Troxler, Dis. 
trict Engineer for the Corps of 
Engineers in Jacksonville. 

During the heavy rainfall 
period of June' 16-21, an aver- 
age of eight.to 10 inches fell 
in the Caloosahatchee River Ba. 
sin. Average rates for other 
areas were seven to eight inches 
in the Kissimmee River area, 


's -eight to nine in the Lake Okee- 


chobee environs, nine to 10 
inches over the agricultural 
area south of the lake, and 
eight to nine inches over the 
Everglades conservation areas 
and the east coast area. Heaviest 
rains, approaching 15 inches, 
occurred in the area between 
Lake Okeechobee and West 
Palm Beach. 

Troxler stated that engineers 
and ' agricultural _ economists 
from his office have estimated 
damages prevented by canals, 
pumping stations, and other 
works of the project at $11,500, 
000. Rapid removal of the heavy 
prolonged rainfall” prevented 
these damages to urban develop- 
ment and to ságar cane, ramie, 
and pasture lands in the agri- 
cultural area south of the lake 
and along the lower east coast 
of the state. 

Lake Okeechobee reached 
elevation 15.1 feet above sea 
level June 29 a rise of 1.65 feet 
above pre-storm levels. Kissi- 
mmee River was putting in 
about 8,200 cubic feet a second, 
with other inflow sources cone 
tributing an even greater a- 
mount. Discharge was being ef- 
fected by St. Lucie Canal at 
the practicable maximum rate 
of about 7,000 cubic feet a se-

Answers Given 
About New Boat 
Regulations 


Following is the first of two 
articles to appear in The Her- 
ald concerning the new boat 
registration act. The act went 
into effect July 1; however, 
because of the problems and 
initial work involved in setting 
up procedures for registration, 
it may be some time before 
every boat owner can register 
; his boat. A reasonable time will 
be given for every owner to 
register his vessel. 

WHAT BOATS ARE COVER- 
ED? The act applies to any 
undocumented vessel propelled 
by machinery of more than 10 
\horsepower, whether or not the’ 
machinery is the principle 
[source of propulsion. 

WHO ADMINISTERS THE 
ACT? The Florida State Board 
of Conservation, 

WHERE CAN BOAT BE RE- 
GISTERED? Office of County 
Tax Collector, for pleasure boats 
offices of Game and Fresh Wa- 
ter Fish Commission, Tallaha- 
hassee; State Board of Conser- 
vation, Tallahassee, for comf| 
mercial boats. 

WHAT IS REGISTRATION | 
PROCEDURE? The owner of 
the boat fills out an application 
for registration number, signs 
the form, and pays a fee based 
on length of boat. 

WHAT IS: COST? The fol- 
lowing schedule is in addition 
to a 25c handling charge: Boats 
up to 16 feet long, $1.50; 16 
feet to and including 25 feet, 
$2.50; 26 feet to and including 
39 feet, $5.00; 40 feet and over, 
$10.00. The cpst of registrar 
tion covers a boat for TWO| 
YEARS. 


WHAT IS SHOWN ON THE 
CERTIFICATE OF REGISTRA. 
TION? Each certificate carries 
the number awarded to the 
motorboat, the name and ad- 
dress of the owner a descrip- 
tion of the motorboat.
